Sparking Plugs. 

I met a stranded motorist four miles from 
anywhere the other day, and his trouble was 
due entirely to faulty plugs. And, like many 
another man in a temper, he attributed the 
cause of his woes to everything but the right 
thing. It is strange that so many motorists 
fail to realise that a plug is bound to lose 
in efficiency when it has seen long and con- 
stant services. Sooner or later the e 
must be pitted by the continued stress and 
the insulator tip must become covered with 
carbon. Leakage of current, incomplete com- 
bustion and loss of power follow. Unburned 
oil dilutes the oil in the crank case as it 
works past the pistons to escape from the 
compression chamber, and a host of other 
troubles follow. 

It is wise, therefore, to look after your 
plugs. Remember that every or any plug 
may not suit your car’s needs. The motorist 
should exercise as much care in buying new 
plugs as the dyspeptic shows in ordering his 
dinner. Cars, when delivered by the makers 
or agents, usually are in first-class condition— 
provided they have not been shamelessly over- 
driven by some young mechanic before they 
are run “in—and are fitted with plugs that 
give the best results. The type of plugs 
should be noted carefully, and when the time 
for renewal comes round plugs of the same 
kind should be purchased. In cases where 
trouble is persistent the manufacturers of the 
car or of the plug should be consulted. They 
always are ready to place their knowledge 
and experience at your disposal.

But for the modern woman it is another 
matter. Most of us have to look twice at 
every penny before we spend it, and for 
really economical — a budget of 
some sort is Wen. 2 occasion- 
ally say to me, “I think R is wonderful the 
way you accounts.” I am always 
tempted to retort, ‘It is much more wonder. 
ful really how you get on at all without 
keeping them. 

are very useful books published (I 
would not be without mine for anything) 
with columns in which the Aausfrau may re- 
cord her expenditure under various 
for every day, or for every week, if that suits 
her better, so much paid to the grocer, ao 
much to the butcher, and so on. One can 
then compare the totals, and if the expendi- 
ture on any item becomes undly high, take 
steps accordingly. 

The amount that should be alloted as house- 
keeping allowance is often a difficulty. In 
the average middle-class household, £1 per 
head week for food and cleaning materials 
shoul prove aufficient. I find it 
more than ample, but then we live in the 
country, grow some of our own vegetables, 
and pay less for others, and also for meat and 
milk than city folk, so that it is not to be 
wondered at that my hosekeeping allowance 
covers also china and ironmongery renewals, 
and such incidental expenses as stationery ad 
a occasional jobbing gardener or charwoman. 

Again, the wife who has no te income 
of her own should have a definite sum given 
her yearly for her clothes and personal ex- 
penses. Thus she can arrange a scheme for 
the year and plan out her expenditure in ad- 
vance. Such a scheme well thought out in 
advance is bound to cost far less than mere 
haphazard buying of garments when the need 
for them arises, which will often be at the 
very time when their cost is the greatest. 

We are so apt to think that American 
women are our superiors in all that relates 
to house management that it is refreshing to 


find that their troubles in these matters me 
much as our own. Those who have read Sin- 
clair Lewis’s Main Street (it is extraordinary 
by the way, to think that this wonderful 
study of a woman's point of view should have 
been written by a man) will remember how 
one of Carol Kennicott s greatest trials was 
in this matter of a housekeeping *

OST persons who have a considerable 
correspondence must, I think, have 
felt that among their friends and ac- 

quaintances there are two special sorts of 
letter-writers—those whose letters give plea- 
sure, and those whose pages rarely fail to 
have some phrase or some omission which 
gives pain. With the first class the mere 
sight of the handwriting is a gratification; 
we know that it will never sting. Even if 
there be bad news to tell, it will be softened 
by sympathy ; and if the tidings be joyful, the 
joy will seem doubled by participation. With 
the other class the case is precisely opposite. 
Such letter writers as the latter would do well 
to remember one fact, and that is that we 
never know under what circumstances «a 
letter may be received. A hard, unkind, or 
unsatisfactory letter may cause but a passing 
regret if the recipient be well and happy, but 
the case is far different if it arrives in the 
season of sickness or sorrow. When a cup is 
brimming, another drop wi!l make it over- 
flow; and when the heart is filled with 
anguish there is subtle cruelty in adding to 
its burden, The pen can lacerate as well as 
the sword, and its wounds are often the more 
incurable of the two. 

Then, again, few of us are so good and 
wise as never to have written an angry letter, 
despatching it in haste, instead of waiting for 
bitter feelings to cool, ‘and a few hours after. 
wards mournfully regretting some too harsh 
expressions. No doubt, 
was an immense relie— perhaps even it was 
an outlet by which our wrath could evaporate | 
only it would have been better if it had been 
thrown into the fire instead of the letter-box. 
If it be well, as the ancient philosopher said, 
to count a handred before speaking the angry 
word, it is well to count a thousand before 
writing it.

AND RUMANIA. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

RIGA, 

Trotsky has been appointed Commander-in- 
Chief of the armed forces of the Communist 
International, which is composed of groups of 
picked red ” infantry and cavalry, disguised 
as bandits, now raiding the borders of Poland 
and Rumania. According to authentic Soviet 
documents obtained here, general staff officers 
are directing the movements of the bandits.’ 

The Bessarabian bandit chief, Alexandrov, 
who is not related to the Macedonian leader, 
has succeeded in organising fifty companies of 
Bessarabian nts, who will join the up- 
rising scheduled to begin in the early days of 
October. The Bessarabian peasant uprising 
will receive the assistance of Soviet and 
Ukrainian volunteers, now mobilised on the 
Bessarabian border.

Communist coup in Germany, the Communist 
International is now endeavouring to enter 
Europe through the Balkans, where the 


agitators are spending huge sums in an effort 
to cause civil war.

Somewhere in the Atlantic is a derelict ship, 
the Governor Parr, once bound from Nova

For close on twelve months this vessel has 
been drifting about the seas. She was 
abandoned a wreck in October last year. An 
attempt was made to set her on fire, but it 
was not successful. At last she was sighted 
by the ships on the African route. The liner 
Zaria, homeward bound from West Africa. 
sent a party aboard, who found that her 
cargo was swollen and threatened to burst her 
sides. She was again set on fire, and was 
blazing merrily when abandoned for the 

time. 

Inquiries at the Admiralty show, however, 
that the Governor Parr was last seen ten 
days ago off the coast of Portugal. She was 
not burning.

Central Criminal Court, for having partici- 
nn in the raid on the Hibernian Bank, 
fonaghan, and taking £450. Kelly had been 
sentenced to seven years’ penal servitude, 
and the other three prisoners to five years’ 
penal servitude each. 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C., and Mr. 
William Black (instructed by Mr. Daniel X. 
Keenan), appeared for the appellants ; 

Mr. Carrigan, R. C.; Mr. dley White, 
and Mr. Costello (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), appeared for the State. 

Mr. Carrigan resumed his argument against 
the appeal. He said that he had dealt with 
the case of Kelly on Friday, because his case 
did not involve the question of the confession 
at all, and he now submitted, with confidence, 
that there was abundant evidence to sustain 
the indictment against him that he parti- 
cipated in the attack on the Hibernian Bank 
in Monaghan on the date mentioned, Counsel 
pointed out that the cases cited by Mr. 
Comyn and Mr. Black did not support the 
appeal to any material extent. e had 
intended to cite some of those cases himself, 
and he would now 1 them by citing 
a case which brought the available authorities 
on the subject up-to-date. 
He contended that it was entirely within 
the judicial discretion of Mr. Justice 
O'Shaughnessy to admit or exclude the state- 
ments, or admissions, taking all the circum- 
stances of the case into consideration. It was 
a matter entirely for the judge at the trial, 
and if, as in the present case, the judge 
exercised the discretion vested in him with 
reference to the admission of evidence, the 
Court of Appeal could not interfere with the 
decision. 
That was an important matter for their 
lordships, because here this court was operat- 
ing with the powerful statutory auxiliary of 
a section of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, 
there being no such section in the Court of 
Criminal Appeal Act in England. He also 
pointed out that what had happened in the 
case was an assault upon the administration 
of justice by the present Government, and, 
as this was only an application for liberty to 
appeal, their lordships had the statutory 
assistance given by the Courts of Justice Act 
in dealing with the grounds on which the 
appeal was based. There was nothing in the 
whole trial of this case to show that it could 
be regarded as unsatisfactory. 

A MATTER OF DISCRETION. 

Answering a question by the Court, Mr. 
Carrigan said that it was within the discretion 
of the judge to decide as to the admission of 
the evidence, and the matter did not depend 
upon the order in which the judge permitted 
the evidence to be given. His proposition was 
that it was entirely for the judge to decide. 
He submitted that the judge, in this case. 
was within his rights in dealing with the 
ease as he did, and that he discharged the 
onus placed upon him, having carefully 
examined the witnesses. 

He further submitted that no leave to 
appeal could be given, except on a question 
of law. In this case the decision as to the 
admission of the statements had been given 
after the judge had heard the entire evidence. 
The two officers concerned denied that any 
threats were made towards the prisoners, and 
Mr. Justice O’Shaughnessy admitted the 
evidence to the jury, informing them that if 
they had any doubt, the prisoners should get 
the benefit of it. 

Tt was understood generally that this was 
a raid on the town of Monaghan, and that 
while some of the mei were engaged in at- 
tacking the military at the Courthouse the 
others were engaged in robbing the banks. 
This was no common robbery. There was 
turmoil at the time, and military operations 
were being carried on. The day following 
the raid Kelly was found in possession of two 
£10 notes, which had been lodged in the Pro- 
vincial Bank an hour before the raid took 
place, and had been taken away during the 
raid, and having been found in possession of 
stolen money he was rightly convicted of at 
least aiding and abetting in the raids on the 
bank, All the banks had been robbed, and 
concerted action has been proved by the pro- 
secution. 

In conclusion, he said that the Court here 
were not aware of how the witnesses gave 
their evidence, or of the impression made by 
it at the trial. There was no question of 
law raised or involved here, and the Judge 
had reasonable grounds for doing anything 
he had done in connection with the admission 
of evidence. Counsel submitted that it was 
beyond their lordships’ power to change the 
findings of the jury.

ASSISTANCE TO BE GIVEN BY 
THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


It was stated at a meeting in London of 
the National Council of Pig Breeders and 
Pig Feeders that after prolonged negotia- 
tions the Government had agr to allocate 
a sum of money to certain agricultural col- 
leges for the definite purpose of carrying out 
the experimental work in pig husbandry 
which the National Council had mapped out. 
The funds provided by the Government were 
not, in themselves, sufficient to carry out the 
full programme, since the Government con- 
sidered that the pig-farming industry should 
itself provide the balance of the money. This 
was considered by the National Council to be 
a fair proposition, since in similar cases other 
industries have raised funds to supplement 
the Government grants. 

In regard to the evolution of a pig policy, 
the Chairman stated that the two main 
points upon which a sub-committee were 
carrying on an investigation were (a) the 
reduction of the cost of the production of 
pigs, and (b) questions of a political 
nature, such as the supply of millers’ offals.

Moscow and Dublin. 


Mr. James Larkin has returned to 
Ireland. He celebrated his arrival yester- 
day by a speech in the Dublin Mansion 
House, in the course of which he made 
some remarkable statements. Mr. Larkin 
has been in Russia as the invited guest 
of the Soviet Government, and seems to 
have had some very interesting experiences 
during his sojourn on the banks of the 
Moskva. The workers, he informs us, 
have decided to take over the earth, and 
he is one of the twenty-five men who have 
been appointed to govern it. His appoint- 
ment has been ratified not only by the 
Russian people, but also by the proletariat 
of no fewer than thirty-two different 
countries. Furthermore, Mr. Larkin has 
been raised to the exalted rank of “Chief 
of Battalion in the Red Army, and he 
announced to the members of the Irish 
Workers’ Union yesterday that two and a 
half million Russian soldiers would move 
to their assistance so soon as help should 
be required. “Red” aeroplanes, he 
prophesied, soon would be hovering in 
Northern skies, and England would be 
ordered “in decided tones to clear out 
of Ireland. There was a great deal more 
of this kind of talk. Mr. Larkin evidently 
has been impressed very deeply by his 
Russian visit, and seems to be determined 
that the workers of Dublin shall recognise 
the high honour which has been paid to 
him—and through him to them—by the 
Bolshevist mandarins of Moscow. He did 
not tell his audience what policy he pro- 
posed to pursue in his new capacity as 
one of the twenty-five mighty ones of the 
earth, confining his predictions to a state- 
ment that, in all probability, Russian 
ships soon would be arriving in the Liffey. 
He refrained from telling the workers of 
Dublin that Ireland has nothing to sell to 
Russia and that, if Russian ships should 
come to the North Wall, they probably 
would go away with empty bottoms. 
Trifling details like this, however, did 
not worry Mr. Larkin, who concluded a 
stirring oration by the unfolding of a 
great banner bearing an inscription, in 
Russian, by means of which greetings were 
conveyed from the transport workers of 
Moscow to their revolutionary ' comrades 
in Dublin. 

Mr. Larkin must have had a supreme 
contempt for his hearers if he expected 
them to be impressed by this sort of 
nonsense, His picture of Russian ships 
bringing corn to the Liffey and Russian 
aeroplanes coming on a crusade to deliver 
the workers of Ireland from their 
tyrannous employers would be really 
funny if it were painted in any other 
city in the British Isles except Dublin. 
Here, unfortunately, the Labour move- 
ment seems to have lost its head, and 
some of our workers are ready to swallow 
anything. Mr. Larkin’s influence has re- 
sulted in the disruption of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, and at present “ organised 
Labour in Dublin is at sixes and sevens ; 
but this time surely Mr. Larkin has gone 
too far. The working classes of this 


nothing to do with the fantastic futility 
of Moscow, It is high time, however, that

have done with play-acting. Dublin's 


‘he wants food for his family. He does. 
not care whether or not Mr. Larkin is a 
„Battalion Chief” in Trotsky’s army; he 
wants to be sure of a decent job. If the 
existing condition of affairs is allowed to 
continue, Dublin soon will be in danger 
of sharing Moscow's fate; and, if Mr. 
Larkin had acquainted his hearers yester- 
day with the plight of the unfortunate 
inhabitants of that city, they might have 
been able to appraise the greetings of 
the Moscow transport workers at their 
true worth. Dublin needs work; she has 
had more than enough of talk. Mr. 
Larkin 's visions of Russian “help” will 
not put bread into the mouths of her slum 
children or bring comfort to the thousands 
of cheerless homes which disfigure the 
city. Let him advise his followers to have 
done with strikes and to set about the 
task of restoring the country's lost 
prosperity. So far as Russia is concerned, 
they will be wise to leave it severely 
alone.

The Sudan. 


Since the recent disturbances affairs in 

the Sudan have quietened down consider- 
ably. The firm attitude which has been 
adopted by the British Government has 
given the Egyptian hotheads cause for 
thought, and the Sudanese show no sign 
of “rising against the British,” as they 
have been incited to do freely by notices 
and proclamations in Omdurman and 
Khartum. The Egyptian Railway Batta- 
lion, after its clash with Sudanese police 
at Atbara, has been withdrawn, and it is 
reported that those who were responsible 
for the outbreak will be distributed among 
the garrisons in Lower Egypt. Four of 
the ringleaders of the cadets’ demonstra- 
tion at Khartum have been placed in 
close arrest following an unsuccessful 
attempt to escape from internment in a 
British gunboat. Reinforcements of British 
infantry have arrived, and the Air Force 
is making preparations for action in case 
of necessity. Naturally there are still 
some echoes to be heard throughout the 
country of the recent explosion. Four anti- 
British proclamations have been posted on 
& mosque and on other buildings in the 
market place of El Obeid, the capital of 
the province of Kordofan. These proclama- 
tions attracted a crowd, but interest 
showed no sign of developing into action. 
In Egypt there is a general tendency to 
disclaim connection with recent events, 
and Fahmy Bey, the head of the Workmen's 
Union, has cancelled demonstrations which 
had been arranged. The Egyptian Govern- 
ment, after considerable delay, replied to 
the last British Note on Saturday. The 
reply contains a protest against certain 
phrases in the Note which are described as 
threatening, and denies that the Egyptian 
Press and Parliament were responsible for 
the incidents in the Sudan. It records the 
inability of the Egyptian Governments to 
recognise the Sudan Government's freedom 
of action or the right of the Governor- 
General of the Sudan to take action affect- 
ing the Egyptian Army without consult- 
ing the Government of Egypt. The whole 
affair throws the irresponsible nature of 
the Egyptian legislators into clear relief, 
and makes the futility of Zaghlul Pasha’s 
mission to London the more obvious. 
His position is fraught with difficulty. 
Up to the present he has not declared 
definitely his opinion of the activities of 
his subordinates during his absence, but 
his reticence suggests disapproval. Although 
his mission to England is at best a forlorn 
hope, it is bound to be affected adversely 
by the truculence of his colleagues at 
home. Like many another successful 
agitator, he has found to his cost that it is 
much more difficult to create than to 
destroy. Since assuming the responsi- 
bilities of office he has seen his country 
falling rapidly into a state of disorganisa- 
ton and he has been powerless to check 
the descent. It is rumoured freely that 
he contemplates resignation. If he comes 
to London and attempts to negotiate with 
the British Government on the subject of 
the Sudan there can be no doubt as to the 
answer which he will be given. Indeed, 
the opportunity would be welcome, as a 
clear definition of the British attitude is 
desirable. The Government must leave no 
misapprehensions as to the possibility of a 
surrender of the Sudan to the Egyptians 
and allow no excuse for further agitation 
on the subject. All responsible Sudanese 
realise ‘that an exchange of the efficiency 
of British administration for the bungling 
attempts of inexperienced Egyptian legis- 
lators would be disastrous. The decline 
of Egypt since the change in control is 
proof enough and cannot be discredited by 
actions of irresponsible violence like that 
which occurred at Atbara. The Sudan 
owes its prosperity to the British 
rule, and the only hope for the future lies 
in continued British occupation. The 
situation must be met with firmness, and 
any sign of reticence or hesitation now 
would have most serious consequences. 
Zaghlul Pasha, or any other Prime 
Minister of Egypt, can rely on the sym- 
pathy of the British Government if he 
confines his activities to their proper 
sphere, but interference with the Sudan 
cannot be tolerated.

DEAN INGE ON ORTHODOX 


CHRISTIANITY. 


The conflict of science and religion was 
discussed last night at Oxford by the Dean of 
St. Paul’s (London), in opening a conference 
of modern churchmen. He said that the 
conflict of science and religion was still a long 
way from being reconciled. It was an open sore 
which poisoned the spiritual life of the 
civilised world. It was difficult for a man 
to accept orthodox Christianity as the Churches 
presented it to him, without treachery to his 
scientific conscience. The injury thus inflicted 
upon religion could hardly be measured. 
Intellectual honesty was, to a large extent, 
drained out of the Church, and public opinion 
within it did not reflect either the least 
knowledge of the most candid temper of the 
community. 

The Churchmen’s Union existed to deal | 
with this lamentable state of things. It was 
too big a problem for them to solve, but they 
might do something towards its solution, and 
they must do all they could.

NOT TO BE MET BY U.S. 


PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 
Some astonishment has been caused in 
official circles by a statement published in 
the World this morning, from its Special Cor- 
respondent on board the Berengaria.

European economic changes and the 
ultimate resumption on commercial rela- 
tions between France and Germany are 
not devéid of the danger of reaction on 
British trade. Home manufacturers are 
faced with the possibility of foreign com- 
binations which may make their tenure of 
markets abroad precarious. Mr. Snowden’s 
perturbation as to the eventual effect in 
that direction of the London Agreement, a 
bearing on reparations was only voicing 
the fears entertained by British industrial- 
ists on the subject. The appointment oí a 
committee to advise the Foreign Office on 
this and relative matters will be of practical 
value if it is chosen with a view to protect 
and preserve British trade interests, and 
there is eliminated irom its composition 
that. political element which invariably 

uts foreign interests first. With the 
— hours and the lower wages which 
prevail on the Continent, British manu- 
facturers will have all their work cut out 
to maintain a footing in the markets of the 
world. Unfortunately, Labour at home is 
not assisting them in the competition that 
reigns and threstens in more intensified 
form. 


Unemployment, 


Leaving out of count the number of men 
involved in trade disputes, unemployment 
generally is slightly on the increase. The 
Government's promise to the electorate 
last year of having immediate measures 
ready to meet the situation has not fructi- 
fied. All that they have been able to do 
in their seven or eight months of office 
has been to steal the schemes of their pre- 
decessors which they found in depart- 
mental archives. The position is giving 
the Government a great deal of anxiety. 
If matters do not speedily improve, they 
will have to ask Parliament for more 
money for distribution under the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Acts. That they want 
to avoid at all costs, because it would be 
an admission of their complete failure to 
fulfil their promises. Mr. Shaw, the 
Minister of Labour, gambled too con- 
fidently on a — wave of trade 
prosperity. In that event great numbers 
of unemployed would be absorbed in 
different occupations and removed from 
the live register. He reckoned on their 
restored weekly contributions putting the 
fund on a solvent basis. The expected, 
however, has not come to pass, with the 
result that this branch of Government 
finance sooner or later must get more 
State aid. 


Egypt. 


Thanks to the swift and firm action 
taken by the British authorities, the situa- 
tion in Egypt, which at one period began 
to assume some ugly features, is quieten- 
ing. There exists, however, a lot of 
smouldering discontent, which is beine 
assiduously tended by agitators for purely 
political purposes. Although nothing un- 
toward is happening at the moment, and 
there is no ostensible ground for apprehen- 
sion, sub-currents are at work which will 
require all the tact of diplomacy of our 
agents in that part of the world to keep 
them within their present sphere. One 
curious fact in connection with recent 
Egyptian affairs has been the self-efface- 
ment of Zaghlul Pasha. It may be regarded 
as only temporary, notwithstanding the 
„cave that has been formed against him 
in his own country. He is still resting 
quietly in Paris, probably awaiting the 
passing through of Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, which will take place in a few days 
on the latter’s way to Geneva for the 
League of Nations meeting. No doubt. 
the postponed interview will then taxe 
place, unless Zaghlul Pasha ga another 
invitation to this country. e has re- 
covered from the recent outrage that was 
committed on him. 


The Builders Strike. 


In London this morning about 80 
per cent. of builders who have been on 
strike offered themselves for work, but 
not more than two-thirds of that number 
could be taken on. Operations on all the 
great buildings which are in course of 
erection in the Metropolis were resumed 
so far as materials would allow, but to- 
day’s work was largely confined to the 
collection of all necessary materials and 
tools and the thorough overhauling of 
machinery, which has been lying idle for 
a couple of months. It is expected that, 
by Wednesday or Thursday at the latest, 
everything will be in full swing. The men 
seemed glad to get back to work. The 
employment cards, however, show that a 
considerable number have been working 
almost all the time the strike has been 
in progress, having taken jobs with small 
firms which are not in the Employers 
Federation. 


Sheldon Tapestry. 


Among many interesting country sales 
listed to take place in the course of the 
next few days is that of the contents of 
Westgate House, Bury St. Edmunds, be- 
longing to Mrs. Gordon Gratrix. Out- 
standing in the catalogue is a panel of 
sixteenth century tapestry, described as the 
work of William Sheldon, of Barchester. 
Panels from the Sheldon looms are rare, 
as it is believed that only thirty have been 
woven. Of these six were recently dis- 
covered at Chastleton House, Oxfordshire, 
one of them having been put up for 
auction in London lately. Specimens of 
the Barchester tapestry may be seen in 
the Bodleian Library, the York Museum 
and at South Kensington. Westgate 
House sale also includes panels of Mort- 
lake, Brussels, Flemish and Aubusson 
tapestries, furniture of Stuart, Jacobean, 
William and Mary, and Queen Anne 
periods, and a library of books mainly 
dealing with furniture and decorative 
objects of art 


August Weather. 


Bad from the start, August has de 
veloped into a fireside month all over the 
country. Seaside people are having a 
depressing time, and the Londoner has 
been rooting out his winter coat in the 
last two or three days, and finds its use 
grateful and comforting. With the 
thermometer at 59, sunless days, heavv 
showers and frequent thunderstorms, one's 
consolation is that coals are at summer 
prices. There is no indication of chance 
for the better, but we live in hopes. The 
Thames boating trade say that, on the 
whole, they had the worst season on record. 
County cricket has suffered severely, and 
many of the clubs will find it impossible 
to make both ends meet, so seriously has 
the weather interfered with their games. 
This applies especially to the smaller 
counties, which have not the wealth and 
area of Yorkshire, for instance, to draw 
upon for assistance.

WORLD PEACE. 


From Our Own CorresPONDENT. 
CAPE TOWN, Monday. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Colonial Secretary, 
Lord Burnham, and the members of the 
zmpire Parliamentary Association arrived to- 
lay on board the R.M.S. Saxon. They were 
velcomed by General Hertzog, Colonel Cres- 
well, Mr. Malan, and other members of the 
Cabinet. 

Later there was a reception at the City 
Hall, and, in replying to the speeches of 
welcome, Mr. Thomas referred to the t 
pleasure that the delegation had in visitin 
South Africa, especially as the invitation h 
been given to them both by the late and 
the present Government. Whatever political 
differences might divide them, the great ques- 
tion of Empire should unite them in 
sympathy. 

Mr. Thomas recalled his engine-drivin 
days, remarking :—‘‘I was schooling arte 
then in experience in human affairs, and now 
the British Constitution enables me to be a 
Minister of State. 

They must remember, he added, that the 
British Empire was the greatest factor for 
world peace that the world had ever known, 
They must do all that they could to destroy 
the war spirit, and to create a spirit of re- 
conciliation, both between nations and be- 
tween class and class. 

Lord Burnham, who also responded, said 
that ho was glad to know that the invitation 
had been endorsed by men of all parties and 
men of no party. Personal ——— 
developing into personal frienship was the 
finest cement of the fabric of the British 
League of Nations, and it was just that per- 
tonal understanding which an Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association existed to promote and 
to ensure. 

The Association had grown up untrammelled 
by official control or statutory recognition. 
but it had created a happy comradeship of 
Parliamert men in all the nations of our 
Ocean Commonwealth. 

Mr. Thomas will visit Durban, and will re- 
join the Saxon as soon as she is ready to sail. 


CROSS - CHANNEL 
FREICHTS. 


A BELFAST PROTEST. 


The Council of the Belfast Chamber of 
Commerce last night passed a resolution pro- 
testing against the increase of 2s. per ton on 
all cross-Channel freights announced by the 
shipping companies. The Council hopes that 
every section of the industrial community in 
Belfast and Northern Ireland will make 
similar protests, on the grounds that :—(1) 
Exclusive of the proposed increases, certain 
steamship freights still exceed pre-war 
charges by amounts varying from 88 per cent. 
to upwards of 140 per cent., although it has 
been found possible to reduce all British rail- 
way rates to 50 per cent. over pre-war 
charges; (2) the proposed increase is a direct 
further handicap on the commerce of Belfast 
and Northern Ireland, as compared with their 
British opponents, who are in no way affected 
so far as outward traffic is concerned; (3) 
the Belfast Harbour Commissioners have, 
during the last two years, made material re- 
ductions in their dues and rates, which have 
been absorbed by the steamship companies; 
(4) the proposed increase of 2s. a ton really 
means an increase of from 3s. to 4s. a ton 
on all goods carried as small parcels, and is, 
of course, a further heavy blow to that class 
of business. 

The Council directed the attention of mem- 
bers to the fact that the headquarters of all 
the steamship companies are now located else- 
where than in Belfast, and that they have 
no direct interest in the city, except as a 
gevenue-producing centre.

LAUSANNE TREATY. 


M. HERRIOT URGES PROMPT 


RATIFICATION. 


PARIS, Monday. 

In the course of his speech on the Laus- 
anne Treaty in the Chamber, M. Herriot 
urged prompt ratification. He said that 
France was glad to help Turkey to consolidate 
her new status, and he hoped that Turkish 
statesmen who had been moulded under 
French influence would not forget that the 
Treaty was the spiritual mother of the Turkish 
Republic. 

In the course of the debate the Treaty 
came in for a good deal of adverse criticism, 
on the ground of its being unfavourable to 
France. On the other hand, it was pointed 
cut that there was no choice but to accept 
the fait accompli, and that delay in ratifica- 
tion would be detrimental to French interests, 
hecause urgent questions, such as the delimi- 
tation of the Turco-Syrian boundary and the 
conclusion of a Franco-Turkish Treaty of 
Commerce, could not be settled until France 
had ratified the Treaty. 

As a matter of fact the Treaty has already 
been in force since August 6, and ratification 
is a foregone conclusion; so the debate is 
rather academic.—(Reuter.) 

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The Chamber this morning approved the 
Lausanne Treaty by 410 votes against 171.—

DEMAND FOR AN IMPARTIAL 


INQUIRY. 


Lieutenant Ceci] H. Clendining, late 3rd 
Battalion, Royal Irish Fusiliers, in a letter to 
the Secretary of State for War (Mr. Stephen 
Walsh), demands an impartial inquiry into 
his case. The letter is addressed from Aber- 
foyle, Howth, Co. Dublin, under date August 

th, 1924. 

Lieutenant Clendining says that his 
attention has been called to the fact that 
Mr. Walsh has issued to the members of 
Parliament who have raised hig case in the 
House of Commons a secret dossier containing 
a summary of the advice which he gave to 
His Majesty, based on the result of the 
secret inquiry held by the Government of 
India.

NO SECRET TREATIES. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Monday. 

The Inter-Parliamentary Union, which is 
holding its annual conference here in the 
Swiss House of Parliament to-day, debated a 
long resolution concerning Parliamentary 
control of foreign affairs. This was introduced 
by Professor Schueking, President of the 
German Group, and in the course of the 
debate several alterations were proposed, of 
which only one, an addition, was eventually 
accepted to the effect that instructions given 
to 14 to the League Assembly should 
be controlled by Parliaments. 

Other points in the resolution were that the 

constitutions oí all nations should contam 
stipulations forbidding secret agreements, 
and that all treaties and agreements should be 
communicated to Parliament; that every 
country should have a committee on foreign 
affairs, having the right to demand infor- 
mation concerning any negotiations in 
progress; that an annual report should be 
published on the administration of foreign 
affairs, and that secret funds should be 
done away with. 
Particular stress wag laid on the importance 
ot securing the adherence of all nations to 
an optional clause making recourse to the 
Internationa] Court obligatory.

MOSUL QUESTION. 


TURKEY TO BE REPRESENTED 


AT GENEVA. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

It is reported that Angora will, after all, 
decide to accept the invitation to be repre- 
sented before the League of Nations when 
the question of the Iraq frontier comes up 
for decision. The exact part that the Turks 
will play is uricertain, since one account 
says that the representatives will be 
nominated on’ the American model as 
observers. 

In any case, mere acceptance of the in- 
vitanon marks a distinct advance; for not 
long ago the JumAuriet was writing that, 
since Turkey was not a member of the 
League, she was not concerned with its pro- 
ceedings, and ought to disregard them com- 
pletely. —(Z'imes telegram.) 

The Iraq frontier question has been placed 
by Great Britain on the agenda for the 
League Council’s meeting at Geneva at the 
end of the month. This is in strict accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Lausanne 
Treaty, and, al gh Turkey is not a member 
of the League, it was understood that she is 
to be invited to name a representative to 
attend the Council during the deliberations. 

Until a few days ago (writes our Con- 
stantinople Correspondent) it was declared 
that any such invitation would be declined, 
and it was argued that under Article 17 of 
the League Covenant this refusal will make 
any decision at Gen va impossible. 

{Article 17 provides that, in the event 
of a dispute between a State belonging to 
the League and a non-member State, the 
latter shall be invited to accept the obli- 
gations of membership for the purposes cf 
such dispute upon such conditions as the 
Council may deem just.] 

A movement was on foot in Turkey to 
contest the League’s power to deal with the 
Iraq frontier question at all, and in this con- 
nection a significant statement was made 
by a high official personage. it 

„ England’s isolated appeal to the League, 
he was repo as saying, has nothing to do 
with the solution of this dispute. Any dect- 
sion taken at Geneva must be one-sided, since 
Turkey does not yet belong to the League.“ 

The need for a prompt settlement is recog- 
nised in Turkey, but it was argued that no 
settlement would be possible except by direct 
negotiation.

ENGINEERING UNION’S ATTITUDE. 

Last night we received a letter on the sub- 
ject from Mr. John McCormac, General 

resident of the Railway Engineering Union, 
who says :— 

Jam instructed by my Committee to inform 
you that they would be obliged if you would 
refrain from publishing reports in your jour- 
nal to the effect that this Union contemplates 
the holding of a conference with the 
Workers Union on the subject of the divi- 
sion of the work in dispute in Inchicore 
Works. The opinion of my Committee is 
that any such conference would serve no 
useful purpose, as this Union is not in dis- 
pute with either the Workers’ Union or the 
railway management, and it is not their in- 
tention to repudiate the signature of their 
secretary to the document which terminated 
their further interest in the matter. In view 
of this fact, the only conference which could 
possibly bear fruit is one between the rail- 
way management and the Workers’ Union. 

Mr, McLoughlin yesterday denied that he 
had written to the Railway Engineering 
Union on Sunday, vouching for the mens 
willingness to accept his suggestion to refrain 
from further “ acts of intimidation,” but he 
admitted that he had given an assurance at 
the conference between the two unions and 
the Railway Shops Joint Committee on 
Saturday that there would be no further 
trouble if he could prevent it. i 

There was little evidence of a strike at 
the company’s premises yesterday. The ser- 
vices were normal, and goods traffic passed 
into out of Kingsbridge throughout the 
day. Strikers again were seen at the station 
and at the North Wall, but they were few, 
and made no attempt to interfere with the 
carters, or with the ex-Free State soldiers, 
who were engaged by the company to carry 
on the essential work at Inchicore. 

The police, however, were vigilant. 
Uniformed men patrolled the tnoroughfares in 
the vicinity of Kingsbridge, the North Wall 
and the Inchicore Works, and motor cars, 
with plain clothes men and detectives, and 
also cyclist corps, were at hand in case ol 
emergency. The —— volunteers, when 
on their way to the Kingsbridge in the morn- 
ing, were protected by a strong bodyguard.”’

We 
have during the last months lots of

The Greenlandian language is 8 
understood from the magnetic Pole to Behring 
Strait. In King William's Land we found 
and excavated many whglebone houses. One 
member of the expedition, Hansen, is staying 
at Point Barrow to photograph the Esquimaux 
while whale fishing. Knud Rasmussen is 
staying at Kotzebue, where an assembly of 
all the tribes from the interior is being 
arranged. The expedition will return vie 
Behring Strait to the East Cape, and expects 
to reach Denmark in November, via Seattle, 
after visiting the Yukon Delta, and the 
Esquimaux at Bristol Bay.

MILITARY GOVERNORS’ 
RIVALRIES.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

War between the Tuchuns (Military 
Governors) of Chekiang and Kiangsu appears 
inevitable. The immediate cause of the 
trouble is a dispute over the possession of 
Kiangnan Arsenal and control of the Shanghai 
district, which is now under the Tuchun of 
Chekiang, though geographically it belongs to 
Kiangsu. A larger issue is involved in Wu 
Pei-fu’s scheme for eliminating the Tuchun 
of Chekiang, the last Anfu party leader in 
Central China, and the complete system of 
overlordship in the West and North and the 
Yangtse Provinces, with a view to the final 
crushing of Sun-Yat-sen in Southern China. 

This attempt would inevitably bring into 
the field the powerful Chang-Tso-lin against 
Wu Pei-fa. he latter, it will be recalled, 
defeated Chang in May, 1922, when the 
1 of the reunification of China became 
much brighter. 

Immense possibilities thus hang on the 
Chekiang-Kiangsu issue. This morning 4,000 
fully-equipped troops from Nanking marched 
towards Soochow. These, presumably, will 
attack Chekiang from the west, while a 
simultaneous invasion begins south from 
Fukien. Peace-makers are trying to avert 
war, from which Chekiang and Kiangsu have 
been free for eleven years. 


MOVING BOG IN CORK.

CIVIC GUARD BARRACKS IN

EMINENT IRISH ENGINEERS TO 
REPORT ON IT. 


It is officially announced that the British 
Government has decided to proceed at once 
with certain preliminary investigations, in 
order to ascertain the ‘feasibility of the 
scheme for using the tidal power of the River 
Severn for the production of electrical power, 
by the erection of a barrage across the river. 
Lord Parmoor, to whose scientific department 
—Scientific and Industrial Research—the work 
has been entrusted, has appointed a com- 
mittee to supervise and direct thegeological and 
hydrographical investigations, and their data 
will be placed at the disposal of two eminent 
consulting engineers—Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice 
and Sir John Purser Griffith—who have been 
invited by Lord Parmoor to submit a joint 
report before the end of the year, as to the 
possibility of constructing a barrage on the 
sug sites.

Sir John Purser Griffith last night informed 
an ru Times representative that the 
Severn scheme was a novel one, inasmuch as 
it involved the utilisation of a tidal part of 
the river. The proposal had been brought 
before the Water Power Resources Committee, 
appointed by the Board of Trade three or 
four years ago, and the Ministry of Transport 
had also reported on it. It would be the 
duty of the engineers named — Sir Maurice 
Fitzmaurice and himself—to f° through the 
data, in order to see if the scheme was 
feasible.

BELLEEK FORT HANDED 
OVER. 


FREE STATE TROOPS IN 
POSSESSION, 


— 2 — 


At 11 a.m. yesterday the British troops left 
Belleek Fort, Count — and handed 
the place over to the Free State authorities. 
After the British had matched out the Free 
State troops went into occupation. 

Belleek Fort, which is little more than a 
hutment surrounded by a high wall on 2 
rominence outside Belleek just over the 
Northern border, was taken by the British 
troops in June, 1922, from the 1 
Since then it has been occupied by the British 
military, and the garrison on Monday was a 
detachment of the Royal Sussex Regiment and 
some Engineers. 

Before the evacuation Mr. Erne Elliott, 
J.P., Belleek, the owner in fee simple of the 
fort and grounds, applied to the British 
authorities to hand him back his property. 
The British Government refused to consider 
him, and instead handed the property over to 
the Free State military. 

A request had been made that the Free 
State troops should be permitted to enter 
Belleek village, and this permission has been 

anted by the Northern Government on con- 

ition that the troops enter the — in 
plain clothes and on no account in military 
uniform. 

On Sunday all the British stores had been 
removed to Enniskillen by road, and yester- 
day morning everything was in readiness for 
the handing over of the fort. The Northern 
forces in this area will be increased by a 
number of Special Constabulary, and a 

ntoon bridge is to be erected at Roscor 
Point, about two miles further up the River 
Erne, on the south bank, which will facilitate 
the crossing of the river to the northern bank 
for armoured and Crossley cars. The pontoon 
bridge is in course of erection at Enniskillen 
by the Board of Works Department, and will 
be floated down the Jake to Roscor during the 
coming week. 


THE TAKING OVER. 


The actual taking over of the fort occupied 
only a brief period. At 11.15 a British 
officer, accompanied by a Free State officer, 
made an inspection of the interior of the 
walls, and subsequently there was a con- 
ference outside, in which several gentlemen 
in civilian clothing joined. 

Documents were produced, and with 
a a care different items were checked. 

p till this moment there had been nothing 
to excite the interest of passers-by, but a 
British Tommy, whether by design or 
otherwise, created a diversion. He had ap- 

arently left some personal belongings in the 
ort, and, singing the refrain, “ Had I the 
wings of a swallow, he caused amusement 
amongst the group of British and Free State 
officers who were assembled at the main 
entrance. 

The Free State troops who took possession 
of the fort were a party of No. 2 Infantry 
Battalion, who marched in from the Bally- 
shannon road and mounted guard. Then the 
main body of the troops, numbering about 
forty, marched up in column of fours, and on 
reaching the entrance to the fort formed into 
double line and were halted. There was a 
brief inspection, and subsequently two officers, 
accompanied by Father O Harte, climbed to 
the outlook, where the clergyman, who is 
chaplain to the troops at Finner Camp, 
blessed the tricolour, which was ——— 
attached to an improvised flag staff and 
broken, while the new garrison presented 
arms and the general salute was sounded. 

The troops then marched into the fort, 
where they found that everything had been 
left spick-and-span by the departing British 
Tommy. 

Considerable local interest appeared to be 
taken in the proceedings, but the general 
public kept to the main road. 


FORT IN GOOD ORDER. 


A British officer stated that the interior of 
the fort was better fitted up now than it had 
ever been. The Crown troops occupying it 
had done all they possibly could to make it 
comfortable, and he was sure that the Free 
Staters would find everything more or less 
to their liking. 

The Free State troops were under Com- 
mandant Hyde, with Captain and Quartermas- 
ter Wheelan. 

The peculiar formation of this particular 
part of the Boundary is such that patrolling 
the road only about thirty yards from where 
the Free State troops are drawn up was a 
small party of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
and as a further indication of the topography 
of the district it can be stated that the bridge 
leading into Belleek is half in the Free State 
and half in Northern territory, while the four 
sluice gates of the River Erne are divided 
equally between the two States. 


FORMER EXECUTIONER 
WOUNDED. 


ELLIS FOUND SHOT IN HIS

John Ellis, who was public executioner for 
twenty-seven years, is lying in Rochdale 
Infirmary in a serious condition with a frac- 
tured jaw, caused by a revolver bullet.

LESSONS OF WORLD

Commenting editorially upon the finding of 
Signor Locatelli, the missing Italian airman, 
and his companion, by the United States 
cruiser Richmond, The Times remarks :—If it 
had not been for Admiral Magruder and his 
warships the engine trouble which was the 
cause of their descent and of their inability to 
rise once they had come down must, in all 
human probability, have resulted in the loss 
of their lives as well as the destruction of 
their machine. As it is, they have esca 
without any more serious consequences than 
the temporary exhaustion due to their 
exposure. 

Their rescue was a piece of extraordinary 
good fortune. The odds against their being found 
were incalculably heavy, and the relief at its 
success is proportionately great. But in that 
relief the first of all the lessons taught by 
these world flights must not be forgotten. 
All of these airmen—British, French, Ameri- 
can, Italian, Portuguese, and Argertine—are 
pioneers, and against the dangers which they 
must run in some stages of their flights no 
outside provision can be made. But there 
are other stages where the extra risks from 
weather conditions and the difficulties of land- 
ing are so serious that every possible effort 
must be made to furnish them in the present 
stage of the development of aeronautics with 
an escort, which, in case of need, may be able 
to go quickly to their assistance. Mercifully, 
in this case all has ended well. But in the 
future any disaster which to some extent 
could have been, and was not, guarded 
against, would, besides its immediate effects, 
have a serious effect on the progress of man’s 
efforts to establish his supremacy in the air.

SOME SHOCKS. 


In a leading article The Times observes — 
It is reported from Angora that the Turks 
have made up their minds after all to send 
representatives to Geneva, when the Iraq 
frontier question comes up for decision.

be read with special interest just now. They 
describe the races and creeds of the minority 
populations living among the Arab and Kurd 
majorities in the vilayet of Mosul. They tell 
of the survivals of very ancient races, of the 
remnants yet living, of Christian churches 
that trace their descent to ages when the 
fundamental doctrines of Christianity were 
being discussed, disputed and defined, and 
even to Apostolic times, of strange beliefs far 
older still, in which tenets of East and West, 
sun worship, fire worship, devil worship and 
primeval nature worship are incongruously 
joined with doctrines and rites borrowed from 
Judaism, from Islam, and from these 
Christian communities. 

There are villages of Jews still speaking 
Aramic in the Kurdish uplands. How did 
they get there? Are they, indeed, the rem- 
nant of the Babylonian captivity? Another 
tribe is said to have come into the land with 
the destroying hordes of the awful Mongol 
conquerors. Hulaon Khan, who wiped out 
the Baghdad of the Khalifs, with all its 
accumulated treasures of civilisation and of 
learning, and who so devastated the fertile 
plain of Mesopotamia that it has not recovered 
to this day, led one such horde. Another 
followed Tamerlane, who almost ruined the 
rising Ottoman Empire on that stricken field 
of Angora when he routed the host of Sultan 
Baya Id and captured the terrible IIderim, 
the Thunder Bolt,“ himself. These gene- 
alogies, like the tomb of the prophet, Nahum, 
at Al Qosh, take us back a long way, but 
even the Empire of the Assyrians is as of 
yesterday compared with the tomb of Noah, 
or that of Adam himself, to be found lower 
down the rivers. 

It is rather a shock to know that the rail- 
head is at Asshur, the Royal city of Tiglath- 
Pileser, and that American motor cars await 
the arrival of the trains. It is a shock, 
erhaps, ruder still, to learn that the present 
head of the devil worshippers—though he 
dresses and looks his official part to perfec- 
tion—keeps five of these cars himself. But, 
then, the Fast is full of shocks, and these in- 
novations do not always or immediately affect 
ancient races.

MR. LARKIN’S NEW 
APPOINTMENT. 


CHIEF OF BATTALION IN 
RED ARMY.

TALK OF A RUSSIAN 
INVASION. 


Mr. James Larkin, Secretary of the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland, was received with enthu- 
siasm by his supporters last night on hig re- 
tarn to Dublin from Russia. 
Speaking in the Mansion House, Mr. Larkin 
said that during his absence from Dublin he 
had travelled fifteen thousand miles, had 
addressed twenty million Russian people, and 
had sat in the throne occupied by the last 
Tsar of Russia. 

When Mr. Larkin came out of Westland 
Row Station, shertly after seven o'clock, he 
was met by about a thousand workers. He 
went to the Mansion House, where an even 
larger crowd had assembled. As many of 
those present could not get into the Mansion 
House, it was decided to hold a second meet- 
ing outside, and this gathering was addressed 
by Mr. Peter Larkin. Admission to the 

ansion House was confined to members of 
Mr. Larkin's Union. 

» left Ireland for Ireland’s good, I hope, 
were among Mr. James Larkin’s opening 
words in the Mansion House. He had gone 
to where he had been, not to solicit help 
for a cause that the workers had so much at 
heart, but to demand that those who belonged 
to the revolutionary working classes should 
recognise Ireland's claim to be the vanguard 
of the revolutionary workers of the world. 
He left Ireland as the invited guest of the 
Soviet Government of the Federated Republics 
of the Socialistic Republic of Russia. 

WANTED THE EARTH.“ 

His purpose in going was to do what tbe 
present Government in Ireland had failed to 
do. Some time ago, when the country was in 
travail, the men now in power sent advices 
to the Russian Government seeking help and 
sympathy and public recognition. That was 
interesting in view of their present attitude. 
He could assure them that to-morrow, if he 
so desired, he could get the recognition of the 
strongest Government in the world for a 
Workers’ Republic. Possibly in the near 
future diplomatic relations would be opened 
up with Russia, and before very long Russian 
ships would be sailing into the harbour of 
Dublin. He had been elected, not only by 
the citizens of Russia, but by the representa- 
tives of the working classes of thirty-two 
countries, as one of the twenty-five men to 
govern the world. (Applause) What the 
workers had asked for was the earth, and in 
so doing they were mindful that it was neces- 
sary to get a Management Committee to take 
over the earth. 

It was, surely, a great thing that one who 
represented a courtry that was ignored by 
the greater number of nations and despised 
by many should he elected to be one of the 
world’s leaders. (Hear, hear.) Ireland was 
thus directly represented on the Execu- 
tive of the Third International in 
Moscow. That International was ready 
to respond to the appeal of the 
Irish workers, and two and a half million 
men of the Red Army—of which he had 
been made a Chief of Battalion—had pledged 
themselves to move to their assistance when 
called upon, Perhaps the Red. machines 
would fly soon in Northern skies, and then 
they would order England, in decided tones, 
to get ont of. Ireland. 

Mr. Larkin then unfurled a banner, bearing 
the inscription in Russian: ‘‘ To the revolu- 
tionary Transport Workers of Dublin, greet- 
ings! From the Moscow Transport Workers.“ 

Continuing, Mr. Larkin said that he had 
nassed through nineteen countries since he 
had left Dublin. He had travelled 11,000 
miles in one direction, and 4,000 miles in 
another, and had spoken to more than twentv 
millions of the Russian people. Once he had 
established his identity he was treated with 
the utmost consideration, and on his depar- 
ture he was iavited to return to Dublin by 
aeroplane. This offer he was obliged to 
decline for several reasons which might be 
surmised. While he was in England he 
helped to lay down a line of immediate 
action for the workers there who, through 
their local branches, would demand the with- 
drawal of every British union from Ireland.

COVENT GARDEN STRIKE. 


THREAT TO STOP ALL IMPORTS 
OF FRUIT. 


The Covent Garden dispute still continues, 
and, according to Mr. Bevin, General 
Secretary of the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, the men yesterday stood 
absolutely loyal and determined to carry on 
the strike. Mr. Bevin, in a circular, has in- 
structed all responsible officers in the ports 
immediately to call a meeting of their local 
port joint committees, and to inform the 
employers that they cannot handle any fruit 
or vegetables until the employers of Covent 
Garden Market agree to enter into negotia- 
tions to discuss the respective claims, with a 
view to reaching a mufual agreement. 

The port officers are requested to inform the 
committees that they are prepared to work 
every other kind of cargo coming m and going 
out, and that the dispute will not be carried 
on the moment longer than is necessary to 
secure the proper and ordinary trade union 
rights desired. 

Full information should reach the Central 
Office by Thursday next, so that instructions 
as to date and time that this policy shall 
take effect can be issued. Union officials have 
been advised that American stuff has been 
diverted through Liverpool and Bristol, and 
that European imports are coming in largely 
through Manchester. Mr. Bevin, who regrets 
that the men have been griven to take this 
step, says that if there is an extension of the 
dispute and people’s food is interfered with 
it will be on the ground of the employers’ re- 
fusal to negotiate.

AUSTRIA 'S FINANCES. 


DR. REISCH AND LEAGUE 
COMMISSIONER. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Monday. 

Dr. Reisch, President of the Austrian Na- 
tional Bank, has made public a sensational 
letter, in which he accuses Dr. Zimmerman, 
High Commissioner of the League of Nations. 
of undermining international confidence in 
Austrian — his last reports to Geneva. 

. Zimmerman, in these, reports, criticised 
the policy of the National Bank in granting 
100 large loans to other banks and industries. 

Dr. Reisch affirms that Dr. Zimmerman is 
encouraging speculators to renew their attacks 
on Austrian currency, which for the last two 
years has maintained stability. There is a 
certain. amount of pessimism in Vienna re- 
garding Dr. Zimmerman’s reports, because of 
the arrival here of the League Finance 
Commission to control the Austrian Budget. 

The Austrian Foreign Minister, Herr Gruen- 
berger, and Finance Minister, Kienboeck, in- 
formed your Correspondent that they desired 
to make it clear that the Austrian Govern- 
ment, in spite of the present business crisis in 
Vienna, is hopeful and willing to give the 
League Commission the fullest facilities; to 
examine the State public finances. 

We have nothing to conceal, declared Herr 
Kienboeck, because of the fact that for the 
first six months of 1924 our Budget balanced. 
July only showed a deficit of forty-two billion 
crowns, which was covered from the reserve 
fund of the League of Nations loan. There 
is no reason for pessimism. We are sure the 
Commission will accept our proposition and 
augment the Budget expenses to correspond 
with present necessities. 


COYOTE FUR. 


NEW SIDELINE FOR PRAIRIE 


FARMERS. 


REGINA, SASKATCHEWAN 

(By Mail). 
Domestication of coyotes for the commercial 
production of fur has been successfully inaugu- 
rated in Saskatchewan. Coyote farming 
promises to become, among the small farmers 
af the prairie provinces, as popular a side line 
ag silver fox ranching. 

Mr. D. J. Doerksen, of Rush Lake, the 
pioneer of the new industry, found, five years 
ago, a den of coyotes pups on his farm. He 
was attracted by the furry little animals and, 
out of curiosity decided to keep one, feeding 
it with milk and ers. Soon it became so 
tame that it played with the children, and 
evinced no desire to return to the wild haunts 
of its parents. After the domestication of the 
first puppy, Mr. Doerksen caught several 
others. ese he raised without difficulty, 
and laid the basis for a successful commercial 
enterprise. By catching other animals, in 
addition to increases from breeding, he has 
since added new stock at the rate of fifty 
4 year. 

“ Domesticated coyotes,’’ said Mr. Doerksen, 
“become very tame. They are more playful 
than 8. ey are fed, in addition to milk 
and gophers, on oatmeal, rabbits, and scraps 
from the table, and tamed, grow much larger 
than in their wild state. Their fur is just as 
rich, consequently the pelts bring higher 
prices. 

Mr. Doerksen believes there is much money 
to be made in coyote breeding in Western 
Canada. Last year he sold 150 pelts at £5 
each, and since the Spring this year has 
received orders for puppies from several 
hundred farmers in Saskatchewan, Alberta, 
and Manitoba, where heavy land settlement 
is developing agriculture at a rapid rate. 
Coyote litters, he says, are large, ranging froin 
six to ten puppies. 4

VIEWS. 


Addressing the North Derry Unionist 
Association at Limavady vesterday, Sir 
Malcolm MeNaghten, K.C., M. P., said that 
Ulster accepted the 1920 Act as a final settle- 
ment, and it would be unconstitutional for 
the Imperial Government to alter her terri- 
tory without her consent. 

Northern Unionists could not consent to 
more of their fellow-Unionists being taken 
from the protection of the Union Jack and 
placed under the domination of what to- 
morrow might be a Republic: What they 
had they would hold. Sir Malcolm added, 
It amy person—be he Secretary for War in 
London or Minister for Defence in Dublin— 
tries to turn us out of Derry, and a single 
life is lost—that man will be guilty of murder, 
and will be liable to be indicted for murder.“ 
He was confident that if the people stood 
firmly united the integrity of the six counties 
would be maintained. Their watchword, as 
of old, was “No surrender.” 


TREATY AND 1920 ACT. 


REPLY TO ULSTER 
ASSOCIATION. 


The following statement was issued yester- 
day by the North-Eastern Boundary Bureau 
in Dublin | 

“ The attempt of the Ulster Association, in 
its statement ot Saturday, to discover errors 
in Mr. E. J. Duggan's statement on the posi- 
tion of Northern Ireland in relation to the 
Treaty is best answered by a reference to the 
speech delivered on the same day by an 
authoritative Ulster Unionist spokesman, Lord 
Londonderry. The latter stated the real 
situation created by the Treaty when he said: 
‘That Treaty—that arrangement between 
England and the Free State—constituted the 
whole of Ireland as a Free State. regardless 
of the solemn enactment of the 1920 Act, and 
contained provision which gave Ulster power 
to opt itself out of the jurisdiction granted to 
the Free State’; and again: ‘To take no 
action, and to disregard the operation of the 
Treaty, constituted Ulster a portion of the 
Free State.’ 

“ It is ‘useless in this connection to hark 
back to the Act of 1920, since the Treaty 
(ratified in the British Parliament) included 
the whole of Northern Ireland in the Free 
State. That it was so included is obvious 
from the very words of the Address to the 
King passed by the ‘ Senators and Commons 
of the Parliament of Northern Ireland’ on 
December 7th, 1922, in which they pray 
Your Majesty that the powers of the Parlia- 
ment ‘and the Government of the Irish Free 
State shall no longer extend to Northern 
Ireland.“ | 

Thus Mr. Duggan was entirely correct in 
speaking of the ‘ secession ” of Northern Ire- 
land from the Free State and of the desire of 
the Nationalist population of Northern Ire- 
land to ‘ remain in’ the Free State. 

The British Parliament by ratifying the 
Treaty, in fact, altered the Act of 1920 in 
several respects. It abolished the Parliament 
and Government of Southern Ireland 
altogether, it placed the whole of Ireland in 
the Free Staté, it provided for the redrawing 
of the boundary of Northern Ireland in the 
event of its secession, and it made a number 
of minor alterations affecting Northern: Ire- 
land which are to be found in the Consequen- 
tial Provisions Act. These last it did by 
unilateral legislation, coneurrent legislation 
by Northern Ireland not being required. 
Since the British Parliament, by passing 
the necessary legislation, demonstrated at the 
time its competence to alter the Act of 1920, 
it is too late to challenge that competence 
now.“ 


REPUBLICAN POLICY. 
Sa Gadaí 
PREPARING FOR GENERAL 
ELECTION. 


Speaking at a Republican meeting in 
Roscommon on Sunday, Mr. Gerald Boland, 
T. D., said that he would never let the Re- 
public down. Mr. De Valera stated that 
they had no new policy; it was not neces- 
sary. They wanted to get back to the old 
position of 1921. It was possible to do so, 
and not necessary to get artillery to achieve 
it, Mr. Thomas said in the British Parlia- 
ment that they would not get a Republic, 
but they would tell him frankly they would. 

Their powers were not confined to this 

country alone, but extended quite as far as 
England's. They would smash the hugtish 
Empire from within. ‘If England were wise, 
she would extend to them the hand of friend- 
ship, and tell them to manage their own 
aflairs, England's power was not gone from 
Ireland; it was not Cosgrave or O'Higgins 
that managed this country, but Thomas, au 
English Minister. Every army fought for its 
pol.tical rights, and the Republican Army. 
would fight till freedom was won. 
Let them start their clubs, and be ready 
for the election. when it came. Some people 
thought that there would be an election in 
six months. Let them get the Free State 
Government and England out, and make it 
& prosperous and progressive nation. Let 
them organise and get ready, and at the next 
election return, not two, but four, Republican 
members to represent them.

ASSAULTS BY STRIKERS. 


TWO MEN SENT TO JAIL. 


Sentences of imprisonment, with hard 
labour, were imposed by Mr. E. Collins, 
K.C., yesterday in Dublin in cases of assault 
arising out of the strike at Inchicore Railway 
Works. 

Christopher Walshe and Patrick Duffy, both 
of Railway avenue, Inchicore, were charged 
with assaulting John Conway, Leinster Brick- 
fields, Inchicore. 

Conway stated that on Tuesday last, when 
going to a plot near the railway, he was met 
by a hostile crowd. They turned him back, 
and he was obliged to take refuge in a friend's 
house. Six men rushed in and pulled him 
out. Walshe struck him with his fist in the 
face. He was knocked down on the road and 
kicked. Duffy did not touch him. Walshe 
was the :ingleader. The witness said that he 
was not on strike and had no connection with 
anyone on strike at Inchicore. 

Detective Officer Leonard said that Walshe 
when arrested admitted having pulled Conway 
out. 

Walshe, in the course of evidence, stated 
that he did not assault Conway. He had 
nothing to do with the strike and was not on 
strike. He helped to pull Conway out through 
excitement. i 

Mr. Collins sentenced Walshe to two months’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour. Duffy was 
bound over on his own bail. 

Thomas Keogh, Donoghue street, Inchicore, 
was remanded until to-day on a charge of 
using threatening and intimidatory language 
towards John Conway on Saturday last. Bail 
was allowed.

A RECEIVER APPOINTED. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

The Wilson Company, one of the largest 
firms of packers in the country, was placed 
in the hands of a receiver at Trenton, New 
Jersey, to-day. This news, which was the 
feature of the day in financial circles affected 
the whole stock market. Wilson stocks broke 
2 to 4 points, aad bonds from 3 to 7 points. 

The receivership was filed as the result of 
a complaint from a small stockholder. The 
receivership order was made in court by the 
Vice-Chanvellor, Mr. John Backes. The
